There has been considerable discus- 


sion occasioned among the legal fra- 
ternity and others regarding the plan 
of City Treasurer Taylor of deeding 
to the city property nvhich has become 
delinquent though the non-payment of 
taxes to the city. The following opinion 
of City Attorney Johnson gives the rea- 
sons -\vhy the city has the right to the 
property instead of the State: 


"The city will acquire the property 


under the various revenue acts of the 
State of California. 
Section 
37S5 of 


the revenue acts as applied to the char- 
ter of this city, gives the city the pre- 
cedence over the State in the, matter 
of delinquent property. 
The charter 


empowers the city to proceed in iden- 
tically the same way that the Stale 
law 
empowers 
counties to proceed. 


After the property is once deeded to the 
city, it has a clear title to the prop- 
erty an.l can dispose of it in any man- 
ner which it pees lit." 


City Treasurer Taylor had the fol- 


lowing to say concerning the scope of 
the propose;! deeds: 


''There are many pieces of property 


which are taxed whose o\vners are un- 
known. It is probable that a nunvber of 
valuable pieces of property will come 
under the city's control. The value of 
the property which could 
have been 


deeded to the'city-on account of delin- 
quent taxes approximates $1,400,000. Of 
course, this is a fanciful figure, but it 
is impressive. The city may he bene- 
fited from $20,01)0 to Sf.0,000, providing 
the delinquents do not redeem their 
property between now and October 3, 
when the deeds to the various pieces 
o-f property will be placed on file.

declared that the Water Company in 
charging alleged unequal and discrim- 
inating- rates had acted illegally 
and 


could not collect the same. 


Judge Ellsworth asked, if the conten- 


tiorXof Mr. Earl was correct, it would 
be possible for the Water Company to 
ever collect any money for any war.er 
for all time which it might furnish the 
city. 


Mr. 
Earl said that if the Water 


Company had neglected to do what was 
required -of it, it would have to stand 
the consequences. Under the extreme 
construction of'the charter, he did not 
think that the Water Company could 
collect any money for any 'water which 
it might furnish to people in this city. 
If the Water Company was not satis- 
led with such a. condition of things, it 
could go elsewhere. The water was in- 
tended for all -the people of the State 
and the company could sell its water 


San Francisco or any other place 


and leave its pipes down 'or give them 
:o whomsoever it pleased. 


Mr. Knight said that that would be 
forfeiture, and the law iprovided as 


:o how forfeitures were to be made. 


Water rates, said Earl, under the law 


had to be uniform, equal and 
undis- 


criminating. 
Otherwise 
they 
would 


merit the penalty imposed by the law, 
and, 
counsel held, the court would not 


end itself to a violation of the law by 
he Water Company. If 
the Water 


Company furnished water at a lower 
•ate to the city than it did to the peo- 
le, and the court recognized that the 
Water Company could do that, then 
he court was allowing the in.fringe- 
•nent of a statute 
which indicted a 


leavy penalty for its violation. 


Continuing, Mr. Earl claimed that 
he Contra Costa Water Company had 
orfieted its franchise and plant to the 
City of Oakland because of the dis- 
riminating. rates which it had charg- 
'd. In the absence ot. the fixing of a 
rate lay the municipality, counsel de- 
nied the rig-lit to the Water Company 
to fix rates for itself. 


Judge Ellsworth askad, if that were 


the case, what 
would be the 
result 


where one water company was supply- 
ing' water 
to several 
cities. 
What 


would Alameda do, which was being 
supplies with water by the Contra Cos- 
ta Company? 


'Mr. Earl said that what belonged to 


the company in this city would be for- 
feited. 


The coui-t said that Alameda 
and 


other cities got their supply from 
the 


main pipe O'f the company and fron 
the lake. The lake was a part of the 
plant. Could 
Oakland 
claim "the 


plant" to the exclusion of'all the other 
towns connected with that plant? 


Mr. Earl thought that all the prop- 


erty of the company inside the 
city 


limits would be forfeited under 
the 


reading of the law.

He Denies That Watkinson Was 


• Defrauded in Sale of 


Oil Stock. 


The answer of P. E. Bowles in the 


suit of J. H. T. Watkinson 'was filed 
this morning with the County Clerk. 
A general denial o f , the charges pre- 
ferred by Watkinson is entered, 
and 


the defendant alleges that Watkinson 
was not sick at the time of the sale 
of the disputed oil stock; also that the 
stock was not worth more than $1-1,000. 


In the complaint it is alleged 
that 


Bowles 
misrepresented facts to 
the 


plaintiff while the latter was sick with 
regard to the value of certain oil stock 
and purchased stock worth $34,000 for 
$14,000. 


On the other hand, the answer sets 


forth that the plaintiff had been for 
some time attending to important busi- 
ness connected with the affairs of the 
Contra Costa Water Company at the 
time the sale Oit the oil stock was made 
and was fully competent to judge of 
the value of the stock in question. 


It Is further alleged that Watkinson, 


by his shrewdness, obtained $2,000 more 
for the stock than ho originally asked 
for it. 
It is denied that Wm. J. Dingee, M. J. 
Laymance and the defendant transact- 
ed any 
business for 
the 
California 


Standard Oil 
Company, 
other 
than 


such matters as devolved upon them in 


lieir capacity as directors in the com- 


pany, or that any of their acts were 
done out of regular meetings of the 
board. 


II: is further denied that the plaintiff 


ever told Bowles that his advice was 
considered by the plaintiff as conclu- 
sive, or that 
Watkinson slated 
that 


Bowies' knowledge at" the affairs of the 
oil company was acted upon by him 
(Watkinson) without question. 


Bowles admits that the lease of water 


from Miller and Lux -was taken in the 
names of the invidiuals constituting 
the Board of Directors of the California 
Standard Oil Company, but states that 
the reason ,for this was the ro'fusal of 
Miller and Lux to deal with the oil 
company as lessees of the water right.
